In 
this 
year 
of 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
R e v o lu tio n 
Bicentennial, 
we 
are 
reminded of the principles 
upon 
which 
our 
freedom 
loving 
nation 
is 
based. 
Among those principles is 
the basic belief that verbal 
reconcilliation of differences 
between groups of people is 
p re ferrab le 
to 
physical 
conflict. Throughout our 
history, we have held that 
those who resort to violence 
to impose their will on others 
are in the wijpng. This is one 
of the mo$t basic beliefs of 
our country. 


After World War II, in 
which we joined with others 
to stop a despotic nation 
from physically imposing its 
will on others, we joined an 
organization 
called 
the 
United Nations, The U.N. 
was to be the vehicle through 
which international disputes 
could be settled peacefully, 
and its principles were to be 
similar to those of our now 
200 year old country, one of 
which is the abhorance of 
v io le n c e , 
p a r tic u l a r ly 
violence directed at in­ 
nocents. The U N., existing 
primarily on United States’ 
contributions, 
has 
done 
several things that are in 
accordance with the prin­ 
ciples 
of 
our 
country. 
However, the U N. is fast 


becoming nothing more than 
a sounding board for the 
violent, radical, selfish and 
inhumane oppressors of the 
world 


While freedom of speech, 
the right to express one’s 
opinion, is a right that should 
be extended to all of the 
prople of the world, recent 
actions of the United Nations 
General Assembly indicate 
that they are not only per­ 
m itting 
the 
beligerant 
peoples of the world to be 
hear, they are even assiting 
them in forcing their will 
upon the entire populous of 
this 
earth. 
The 
m ost 
prominent example to date 
is the situation in the Mid- 
East. 


Since 1948, when Israel 
becam e 
an 
independent 
state, it has proven to be one 
of the most dem ocratic 
nations of the world. The 
principles upon which it is 
founded are quite similar to 
those of the United States.

(U P I) — A team of economic 
analysts warned the federal 
government to tread lightly

American consumers or face 
a collapse of the nation’s 
economic recovery. 
The 
Survey 
R esearch 
Center at the University of 
Michigan, in its bimonthly 
survey of consumer 
sen­ 
timent. said recent gains in 
public optimism about the 
economy 
have 
slackened. 
Any 
more 
discouraging 
econom ic news, analysts 
said, could shut off con­ 
sumer spending. 
“The data suggest that 
bad news -in the months 
ahead 
might 
have 
an 
unusually 
unfavorable 
in­ 
fluence on 
consumer 
at­ 
titudes 
because 
it 
would 
reinforce uncertainties that 


are already intense,” survey 
coordinators 
Jay 
Sch- 
m iedskam p 
and 
George 
Catona said 
‘‘The economy and the 
governm ent’s 
econom ic 
policy are in the limelight at 
a time when there is very 
little confidence 
in 
the 
govern m en ts 
ability 
to 
achieve its objectives It is 
important to avoid govern­ 
ment policies and actions 
which

consum ers 
might view as a mistake ” 
One such mistake, they 
said, would be failure to 
extend federal income tax 
cuts.

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Redcoats Forced to Evacuate Boston

To divert attention from

plan. 
General 
W ashington 
ordered 
a 
bom bardm ent of British 
outposts. 
The 
enem y 
responded with heavy fire. 
After these preliminaries. 
General John Thomas led 
American forces to fortify 
Dorchester Heights on the 
evening of March 4, 1776. If 
they were successful in 
occupying this strategic 
location (overlooking Boston 
from the south), the Patriots 
might bring on the general 
e n g a g e m e n t 
t h a t 
Washington wanted, or force 


General Sir William Howe to 
evacuate the city. 
More than 300 carts loaded 
with 
bundles 
of 
wood, 
barrels loaded with sand, 
wooden frames, picks and 
shovels were hauled to the 
heights 
There 
the 
men. 
eager for action after the 
long winter, worked “with 
the utmost spirit’’ in driving 
stakes and picking against 
the frozen ground (the frost 
was still a foot and a half 
deep). 
Despite great dif­ 
ficulties forts were built on 
the two main hills of Dor­ 
chester that night, and in the 
morning 
the 
surprised 
British saw something that 
must have reminded them of 
Bunker Hill. 
Serious Situation 


The situation was serious 
for the British 
Howe im 
mediately held a council of 
war 
in 
which 
Admiral 
Shuldham told him that the 
fleet could not remain in the 
harbor under the colonial 
guns on Dorchester Heights. 
It was also plain that the 
redcoats were not safe in 
Boston under these cir­ 
cumstances. Something had 
to 
be 
done, 
but 
Howe 
couldn't bear the thought of 
fleeing from the rebels. He 
therefore made plans for an 
attack on the American 
position. 
As many looked on ex­ 
pecting to see another bloody 
battle, 
fortune 
sm iled 
sweetly on the colonials. A 
strong wind storm 
arose 
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The Essex Journal was published at Newburyport, Mass., by John Mycall. In th e is tic 
reproduced here, part of an article expressing the “inexpressibly great” joy in Boston at the 
time of the British evacuation is super-imposed on the front page.

strengthened and more of 
the heavy artillery that 
Henry Knox had brought 
down 
from 
Ticonderoga 
were set in place. 
Impressive Forts 
In fact, however, some 
British officers were so 
impressed by the strength of 
the colonial breastw orks 
that they feared an attack 
might fail. While the storm 
raged General Howe and his 
staff 
reconsidered 
the 
situation. Perhaps Howe 
used bad weather as an 
excuse for not attacking the 
Americans at once, but one 
thing is certain, by the time 
the storm had abated, the 
colonial 
position 
on 
Dor­ 
chester Heights had been so 
improved as to be virtually 
impregnable. 
On March 7, 1776, General 
Howe decided to evacuate 
Boston. Washington agreed 
to allow the British to leave 
without interference, and 
Howe agreed not to burn the 
town. 
The Constitutional Gazette 
of 
New 
York 
reported 
gleefully on March 23 of the 
decision of “King George's 
p lu n d erin g, 
m u rd erin g 
army" to leave Boston After 
the truce had been agreed 
upon, it was noted, however, 
that the British were “very 
busy in shipping their effects 
on board the transports it 
as reported that they were 
plundering 
the 
town. 


breaking and destroying 
everything 
they 
cannot 
carry away” 
Crowded Conditions 
During the siege, Boston 
had been very crowded with 
all the 
soldiers 
and 
the 
numerous Tories who had 
fled 
there 
for 
British 
protection. It was hard for 
both civilians and soldiers to 
be cooped up in the c. y with 
hostile forces all about 
As 
early as the summer of 1775 
food shortages were felt. 
John Andrews, a Patriot 
who remained in Boston to 
try and protect his property. 
wrote, “Was it not for a trifle 
of salt provisions that we 
have twould he impossible 
for us to 
live Pork and 
beans one day. and beans 
and pork another.’’ 
Try as he did. General 
Howe 
could 
not 
find 
adequate provisions for his 
men. let alone the town­ 
speople and refugees Raids 
among the islands and along 
the shores of New England 
provided some fresh meat, 
but not enough. Nor were the 
supplies 
brought 
in 
by 
British ships that weathered 
the north Atlantic storms 
and escaped capture by 
Am erican privateers su f­ 
ficient 
One writer 
commented. 
“Neither vegetables, flour 
nor 
pulse 
for 
the 
inhabitants; and the King’s 
stores so short, none can be 
spared from them” 
( old Winter 
With fuel also short, most 
people shivered through the 
winter in Boston Efforts to 
bring in coal or wood by ship 
did not relieve the shortage 
very much, and inhabitants 


as well as soldiers cut down 
the few remaining trees, 
knocked down old houses, 
barns and wharves, or broke 
up fences and outhouses to 
get something to burn. 
Deacon Timothy Newell of 
the Brattle Street Church 
wrote sadly in his diary: 
“The spacious Old South 
M eeting 
House 
taken 
possession of by the Light 
Horse 17th Regim ent of 
Dragoons. The pulpit, pews 
and seats all cut to pieces 
and carried off in the most 
savage manner as can be 
expressed, and destined for 
a 
riding 
school 
The 
beautiful carved pew with 
the silk furniture of Deacon 
Hubbard's was taken down 
and carried to 
s house 
by an officer and made a hog 
stye ' 
Officers Flourish 
Not everyone in Boston 
suffered 
that 
winter 
To 
relieve the monotony and 
provide diversion. General 
John 
Burgoyne 
put 
on 
several amateur theatricals 
in Faneuil Hall. Among the 
officers, who fared much 
better than others, gambling 
and cockfighting flourished, 
and General Howe whiled 
away many hours with cards 
and the finest wines 
The British commander 
found other diversion with 
Be*sy Loring, the w ife of one 
of his o ffice rs After giving 
her com placent husband 
various duties. Sir William

It was not until Sunday. 
March 
17. 
1776. that the

As General Howe 
departed, he took with him 
about HOO Loyalists, who 
had to leave behind their 
hom es and virtually all 
belongs. 
Patriots Rejoice 
If Patriots rejoiced at this 
time of victory, it was surely 
a 
mournful 
day 
for the 
Loyalists, who often com­ 
plained that King George III 
did not appreciate their 
sacrifice. As the people of 
Boston celebrated, they felt 
not the slightest sympathy 
for those who had left 
When General Washington 
entered Boston he found an 
enorm ous 
quantity 
of 
abandoned military supplies 
and equipment that would be 
put 
to 
good 
use 
The 
American commander was 
congratulated on his success 
and given a long, flattering 
testimonial by the provincial 
government A report in the 
Pennyslvania Evening Post 
noted that after official 
c e r e m o n i e s . 
‘ t h e y 
proceeded to the Bunch of 
Grapes Tavern where an 
elegant dinner was provided 
at public expense ” 
Gold Medal Ordered 
Elsewhere the news of the 


Farm ers living in the

assault Already he had sent 
General Charles Lee with 
some troops to New York to 
prepare for an anticipated 
attack there 
Before long, 
after leaving some forces to 
defend Boston. Washington 
himself headed for the New 
York area 
The evacuation of Boston 
marked the end of the first 
stage of the war. That the 
British 
would 
resume 
lighting was clear, and 
greater ordeals 
for the 
Americans lay ahead

(UPI) - An 
independent national study 
says 
even 
though 
the 
average citizen contributes 
only 36 cents per year to 
legislative salaries, voters 
are quick to oppose any 
attem pts by legislators to 
raise their pay 
The report by the Citizens 
Conference on State Legisla­ 
tures said Texas lawm akers 
were 25th in the nation on the 
legislative salary scale. The 
s ta te ’s 
se n a to rs 
and 
representatives receive $600 
per 
month 
and 
personal 
expenses of $30 per day. 
“ There is a real irony to 
the public’s opposition to 
increased 
com pensation 


which is related to total state 
expenditures,” 
the 
report 
said. “State legislators are 
paid an annual average of 
only 
$9,943 
including 
ex­ 
penses. (which amounts to) 
.06 per cent of the 1973 
average state budget. 
“ On an individual basis, 
that m eans that U.S. citizens 
co n trib u te 
an 
annual 
average of 36 cents each 
tow ard the sa la rie s and 
expenses of 
th eir 
sta te 
legislators.’’ 
In April. Texas voters ap­ 
proved a $200 per month pay 
increase for the legislators 
giving them a raise from 
$400 per month to $600. But in 
November the citizens over­ 


whelmingly rejected a com­ 
pletely 
revam ped 
con­ 
stitution which would have 
given law m akers the power 
to set their salaries without 
going to the electorate. 
O pponents of the con­ 
stitutional revision argued it 
would give the legislators to 
much power. 
The conference report said 
the dominant view among 
voters was that legislators 
should not be compensated 
fully for their service. The 
rep o rt 
said 
the 
public 
believes if legislators have to 
worry about their finances, 
they will better understand 
the problems of their con­ 
stituents. 


The 
survey 
showed 
California was the highest 
paying state for lawm akers 
with a $21,120 per year in 
salary and $30 per day in 
personal expenses.

Baptists Adopt Rule

The action cam e after the 
board’s executive director, 
Dr. Jam es H. Landes of 
Dallas, said, “We are caught 
today in the midst of world 
revolution. There’s a real 
effort on the part of some to 
abolish the Christian faith.” 
The 192-m em ber board 
instructed its staff to im ­ 


m ediately begin developing 
plans for presentation at the 
next board m eeting, March 
9. 
Landes said the media will 
have to be the focal point for 
the cam paign scheduled for 
1977 
and 
involving 
the 
Convention’s 4,400 churches 
and 24 Convention-sponsored 
institutions. 
In his challenge to the 
board, Landes said, “ We live 
in a day when we need to 
stand up tall and speak out 
on the things that are hap­ 
pening around us. 
“We need the solid pur­ 
pose that will unite us in a 
Christians Victims 
Of Persecution 


“ Thousands of Christians 
are now under brutal per­ 
secution 
in 
M alaw i,” 
declared 
T.N. 
Cox 
J r., 
presiding overseer of the 
Plano 
C ongregation 
of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
“ Starting Aug. 19, more 
than 34,000 Jehovah’s Wit­ 
nesses from Malawi who fled 
as refugees to Mozambique 
in 1972 because of severe 
persecution were forced to 
return to Malawi and now 
exp erien ce 
brutal 
p e r­ 
secution again. All of this is 
because of their refusal to 
join a political party.” 
Cox said he had received a 
report from N.H. Knorr at 
the Brooklyn H eadquarters 
of Je h o v a h ’s 
W itnesses. 
Knorr said that when a 
group of Je h o v a h ’s W it­

Nannie Farrell, a 
resident at Plano Nursing 
Home, will be celebrating 
her 
100th 
birthday 
on 
Tuesday, Dec. 16. 
In spite of a recent set­ 
back due to a fall which 
broke her hip and a bout with 
pneumonia, Mrs. Farrell is 
improving 
and 
looking 
forward to her birthday. She 
said that God has been good 
to her in giving her IOO 
years, and she would like to 
live for another IOO. 


The centurian was born on 
Dec. 16, 1875 in Pickens, S. 
Carolina to Joseph 
Heed 
Lawrence 
and 
Hannah 
Hollingsworth 
When she 
was only 18 months of age, 
the family moved west and 
settled in White Mound, a 
small town five miles east of 
Howe, just south of Sher­ 
man. 


She said that when the 
family got to the Mississippi 
river, the train had to be 
ferried across 
and 
she 
rem em bers 
her 
mother 
lifting her high in the air so 
that she could see a man 
driving four head of horses 
to be hitched to the engine to 
pull the train off the ferry to 
the track on land. 
The family was to move 
again when she was 12 years 
old 
and 
this 
tim e 
the 


destination was Blue, Okla., 
a community east of Durant 
Just a few days before her 
18th birthday, Nannie ran 
away with Tom Farrell to be 
marrried on Dec. 5, 1892, in 
Tulip, Tex. They were ac­ 
companied by three friends, 
and the trip was made by 
horseback 
Mrs. Farrell said when 
they reached Red River, the 
ferry 
operator 
had 
gone 
'coon hunting and had left a 
17-year-old boy in charge, 
but since no one had told him 
to take them across, they 
were left standing on the 
banks of the river. 
Growing impatient they 
again approached the young 
man and at their insistence 
he brought out a cow horn 
from a nearby building and 
blew it three times. In about 
20 minutes, the ferry man 
did arrive and took them 
across the river. 
After their marriage, the 
Farrells made their home in 
Blue for a number of years 
and it was there their first 
son, Clarence, 
was born. 
later they moved to Gunter, 
Tex and it was during the 
time they lived in Gunter 
that they saw the terrible 
tornado that hit Sherman. 
This storm, which killed 
about 300 people, is still 
remembered by old-timers 
as being one of the worst 


tornadoes ever to hit the 
area, and Mrs. Farrell said 
it couldn’t have been more 
than a quarter of a mile from 
their home as it made its 
way toward Sherman. 
Two years 
later they 
moved back to Blue, and 
lived there until 1904 when 
they 
m oved 
to 
Denton 
County, near Frisco. Later 
they moved to Plano on 
Hunter 
F arrell’s 
farm, 
where they 
lived 
for 
24 
years. 
In 1933, they bought their 
own farm, which was in the 
same area, and remained 
there until Farrell’s death in 
1964. 
ether children were born 
during the years, including 
Joe. Evelyn, Morase and 
Tommy, but, only two are 
still living—Morase of Plano
